PR O H IB IT IO N CONVENTION. 
John B idw ell A ccepts the Nom ination 
for Governor. 
San F rancisco, April 10ih.—The Prohi­ 
bition Convention assembled again at 9 
o'clock this morning. The old question 
of admitting proxies was again brought 
up, and again the proxies were sat upon 
heavily, it being reaffirmed that the dele­ 
gates present should cast the full votes of 
their counties. 
The order of business was then changed 
so as to allow the nomination of a State 
Central Committee, to consist of 100 mern- 
oers, one from each county, and the others 
from the State at large. 
A recess was taken to allow the county 
delegations to agree upon those whom they 
wished to represent them in the State Cen­ 
tral Committee. 
Upon reassembling the following were 
named by the different delegations: 
Alameda. T. L. Hieriihy ; Amador, M. 
L. Gregg: Butte. George Fresher; Contra 
Costa, Volney Taylor; Fresno, Newel; 
XX'right; Lake, Rev. L Ewing; Los An­ 
geles, XV. D. Gould; Marin. C. F. Coy; Men­ 
docino, J. M. XVard; Merced, A. M. Chad­ 
wick; Monterey, Dr. E K Abbott; Napa, 
XV. C. Damon; Orange, E. E Keats; Placer, 
George Kellogg; Sacramento, C. H. Dunn; 
San Benito, George T. Elliott; San Ber­ 
nardino, XV. T. Noyes; San Diego, J. M. 
Logsdon; San Francisco, A. G. Sheehan; 
Sau Joaquin. XV. H. Briggs; San Mateo, R. 
I. Ktiapp; Santa Clara, Henry French! 
Santa Cruz, L. J. Beckett; Solano, Joseph 
Kline; Sonoma, W. H. Jlagoon; Stauis- 
laus, J. S. XVetherelI; Sutter, M. C. Win­ 
chester; Tehama, Rev. M. H. XVilson; Tu­ 
lare, Samuel Fowler; Yolo, E. C. Gilbert. 
The Committe on Platform then reported 
in substance as follows ; 
1. Approval ot the platform of the National 
Prohibition party. 
2. The liquor traffic being an evil of great 
magnitude, detyiug the law, endangering the 
Government aud debauching political parties, 
a constitutional amendment is needed for its 
prevention. 
3. The attitude of the old parties being that 
of truckling to the Lquor traffic, this partv is 
opposed to any compromise such as high li­ 
cense. 
4. Opposition to the expenditure of State 
funds for the advancement of the wine interest. 
5. Elevation of the laboring classes aud the 
closing of shops and factories on Saturday after­ 
noons. 
6. An invitation is extended to all wage­ 
workers to join the party. 
7. A denunciation of’ the trusts which have 
recently been springing up through the couutry. 
s. Au indorsement of the Australian svstem 
of voting and a demand for its adoption in this 
State. 
9. Calling on the Fanners' Alliance to make 
common cause with the Prohibition party. 
10. Civil service relorm aud an extension of 
the system. 
11. Taxes payable half-yearly. 
12. The management of alt railroad and tel­ 
egraph lines by the Government, and the estab­ 
lishment of postal banks. 
13 Election of United States Senators by di­ 
rect vote oi the people. 
14. Modification of the naturalization laws, 
requiring loDger residence. 
15. An educational test for ttie right to the 
suffrage, and extending the right to women. 
16. Congratulating the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union asbeiug the most successful 
ally of the party. 
17. The enactment of a law providing for one 
day’s rest a week and the absolute stoppage of 
the sale of liquor on that day. 
18. Opposing the proxy svstem and instruct­ 
ing the State Ceutral Committee to admit no 
proxies at their meetings. 
A motion was made to take up the plat­ 
form seriatim. This motion beiD g carried, 
the different planks were dropped into 
place with great rapidity until the one in 
relation to the Saturday half-holiday was 
reached, when objection was made to it 
that it would give the workingmen a chance 
to spend their week’s salary in a half a day. 
Protestors against the assertion sprang up 
rapidly and denounced it, saying that the 
riotous and sporting elements of this and 
other large cities were not composed of the 
workingmen, bnt the wealthy and middle 
classes. The plank was then adopted. 
The next discussion occurred over the 
plank requiring taxes to be paid half- 
yearly, but, like the other one, it was con­ 
curred in. 
A strenuous fight occurred over the Sun- 
day-law question. Several speakers advo­ 
cated the plank, while those opposed to it 
were few and far between. The majority 
ot those supporting it however, denied that 
they were desirous of forcing a Sunday law 
upon the people of the State, whereupon 
one of the opponents of the plank asked 
the insertion of an amendment to that ef­ 
fect.Mrs. Johnson, President of the XV. C. T. 
U.. was called to the stand and read a reso­ 
lution adopted by that body, calling on the 
Convention to retain the Sunday-law 
plank, and insisting upon the proper ob­ 
servance of the Sabbath day. Her remarks 
were greeted with cheers, and the amend­ 
ment was voted down. The origiual plank 
was then adopted by a large majority. 
No objection was made to the remaining 
sections, and the platform was adopted as 
a whole. 
General Bidwell then claimed the floor 
and said he heartily indorsed the platform, 
but thought it could have been made 
longer with much advantage. The plank 
calling for a proper observance of the Sab­ 
bath day was particularly pleasing to him. 
and he also favored the ownership by the 
Government of every railroad tie and rail 
in the United States. Proceeding he called 
attention to the harm done the rising 
generation by the smoking of cigarettes 
and expressed himself in favor of legisla­ 
tion prohibiting or regulating their sale. 
The General said that he felt called upon 
to make these remarks, as he did not ex­ 
pect to be present at the afternoon session. 
He did not know that he was going to be 
Governor of the State of California, as that 
would be too great an honor for him; but 
if be were Governor he would not be afraid 
to veto a bad bill, but would be afraid to 
give unlimited pardons to convicts in the 
State prisons. 
He further informed the 
Convention that he would not be able to 
stump the S:ate for the party, as he would 
be absent during June, July, August and 
September. 
• 
Í he Convention then adjourned until 
2 r m. 
The Convention upon reassembling this 
afternoon voted down a resolution striking 
out that portion of it relating to the closing 
of saloons on “rest day.” 
During the noon recess the State Central 
Committee elected the following officers:

A D escendant of Benjam in Franklin 
Q uietly Passes Away. 
S an F rancisco, April 10th.—At 12:30 
o’clock last night at St. Luke’s Hospital, 
died Charles Meigs Bache, a son of Dr. 
Franklin Bache of Philadelphia, and a 
great great grandson of the philosopher and 
patriot, Benjamin Franklin. The deceased 
entered the United States Coast survey in 
1851, and served in various grades on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts until the 
late civil war, when he was temporarily 
detailed for duty as Military Topographer 
on the stall of General XVilfiam B. Frank­ 
lin.

Preparing to D evelop the New Coal

It appears tbat a gang of Iowa 
counterfeiters had been vigorously shad­ 
owed by Henry Jones, a United States 
Grand Juryman, till their organization was 
broken up. In revenge they succeeded in 
murdering Jones and two of his relatives 
before scattering for good. Marx and Rice, 
the men arrested, have ranches and fam­ 
ilies on Kaweah river, in this county, and 
Detec’ive Burke has been around here lor 
months quietly working up the case. He 
left with the two men this morning for 
Iowa. They will passthrough Sacramento 
this evening. 
Stabbed In tlie Raek. 
S e a ttle . April 10th.—Charley Kaiveat- 
sue, a Japanese servant, employed in a 
house of ill-fame in this city, was slabbed 
in the back this morning at 5 o’clock by a 
drunken man.

MAJESTIC BREAKS THE RECORD. 


M innie S tarr Confesses That She 
Poisoned the Newland F a m ­ 
ily—C entral Am erica.

FA TA L EX PER IM EN T. 
M innie S tarr Confesses to Poisoning the 
N ew land* Fam ily. 
C hicago, April 10th.—Minnie Stari, ar­ 
rested for poisoning Mr. Newlands’ family 
in Englewood last week, has made a full 
confession. She said she put the poison in 
the corn to see what effect it would have 
on others, so that she could be suie of 
success iu an eflort to commit suicide. 
Minnie was servant in the house of Mr. 
Newlands. She bought rat poison last 
Friday, and Saturday she placed it in the 
food wbich she cooked for the family’s 
dinner, canned corn being one of the 
dishes Mr. Newlands and his wiie died 
from the effects of the poison, and their 
daughter was made seriously ill. She had 
previous to her confession told several 
stories, none of which were found to be 
true. The police were satisfied that they 
had the culprit, but were at a loss to ac­ 
count for the causes which had led to the 
girl’s crime. 
SINGULAR CASE. 
Two F am ilies Feeil ou a Poisoned 
T urkey. 
L ittle Rock (Ark ), April 10th.—Ad­ 
vices received here to-night from Conway, 
a small town in the interior of Faulkner 
county, gives the particulars of a most 
singular poisoning which happened near 
there last evening, of which it is feared has 
resulted in the death of several persons. 
Sixteen in all were stricken down in a 
single hour, and notwithstanding the at­ 
tention of the best physicians to be had, at 
last accounts their efforts seemed uua\ail­ 
ing to save at least half the number. 
Two families, Hayes and Crownings, 
gave a turkey dinner, Will Browning hav­ 
ing killed a large wild gobbler turkey. It 
is thought the bird got some strychnine 
just before it was killed, the farmers in the 
vicinity having put out poison in the woods 
to bill wolves. Every member of the din­ 
ner party was affected in a similar man­ 
ner, aDd all but four were thrown into con­ 
vulsions, and at last accounts eight of the 
number were iu a very critical condition 


TOUGH CITIZENS. 
Two T exans W ho W ere Up to A ll M an­ 
n er of C rim es. 
D a lla s (Tex ), April 10th —Charles and 
“Commodore’’ Miller, indicted for robbing 
the express car on the Texas and Pacific 
road near this city a year ago, were placed 
on trial to-day. After the robbery no clue 
could be found to the perpetrators. Several 
months later the Millers were arrested for 
another crime, aud Charles turned State's 
evidence aud confessed tbat he and his 
brother committed the express rcbbery: 
that they had raped two white women, 
robbed stores and residences aud sand­ 
bagged pedestrians. 
ih e case had been tried from time to 
time, bnt without coming to a conviction 
or acquittal. The Commodore had always 
until to-day maintained his innocence, but 
when he learned tbat his brother bad 
turned State’s evidence and would go free, 
he hastened to confess himself, and told of 
more crimes than Charles had made 
known. This caused a sensation iu the 
Court and the case was adjourned until the 
12th.

CA LIFO R N IA DIVORCES. 
Tliey are* N ot Regartlcel as Valid in 
M assac-hnsett*. 
B oston, April 10th.—The Constitution of 
the United States says that “full faith and 
credit shall be given in each State to the 
public acts, records and judicial proceed­ 
ings of every other State,” but a decision 
yesterday by Judge Allen, of the Massa­ 
chusetts Supreme Court, overthrowing the 
decree of a California Court, and thus dis­ 
countenancing the principle of legal prac­ 
tice, has set the lawyers of Boston talking. 
The suit was brought by Janies, the 
seven-year-old-9on of the late Charles XXL 
Adams, of Harvard. Mass , to recover a 
quarter interest in a fund of $75.000 left by- 
Seth Adams, of Newton, Muss., to the chil­ 
dren of Cnarles XV. Adams. The defend­ 
ant is Charles \V. Adams’ third wife, 
Annie T., from whom he was divorced in 
California in 1882. A week later he mar­ 
ried Harried Harriet Phillips, and by her 
had a son, the-plaintiff. 
Bv the statutes of California a divorce 
could only be granted to the plaintiff in 
case he had been a resident of the State 
for six monthB next preceding the com­ 
mencement of the action. On December 
3. 1881, he filed an action for divorce from 
his third wife, and he therein set forth 
that he had been n resident of California 
for the six months immediately preceding. 
In this action a decree of divorce was en­ 
tered April 13, 1882. 
Judge Allen denies that the residence in 
California was of sufficient length, and as­ 
serts that the California Court had no juris­ 
diction: aud, further, that the Massachu­ 
setts wife, who is now in an insane asylum, 
had no actual knowledge or notice of her 
husband's action. He therefore declares 
the divorce and marriage to Harriet Phil 
lips to be illegal. This decision, invalidat­ 
ing the marriage of the son’s parents, of 
course shuts him out from his share iu the 
$75,000. The overthrow of the California 
Court's action by the Massachusetts Judge 
attracts wide attention. 


Lum py-Jawed Cattle. 
C hicago, April 10th.—The long-standiug 
dispute between the city authorities and 
the State Board of Lives'ock Commission­ 
ers, in regard to the disposition of iumpy- 
jawed cattle, reached a crisis this morning, 
when H. C. McChesney, a member of the 
Board, served a paper upon the Mayor de­ 
manding protection for the removal of 
nineteen head of cattle condemned by the 
city health authorities as diseased, from 
the pen in which they were quarantined in 
the stock-yardi. 
The city officials finally allowed the re­ 
moval, it being the opinion of the comora 
tion counsel tbat it would be injudicious 
for the city to interfere with the State offi­ 
cers in the matter. 
Union Pacific Stock. 
B oston, April 10th.—The Union Pacitii 
people here know nothing of the XVall 
street moyements in the stock. President 
Adams did not know yesterday of the ad­ 
vance in Union Pacific stock until he was 
informed o f it a b o u t 5 p. m. By inquiry as 
to its cause he said he knew nothing of it. 
The annual report ot the Union Pacific 
will be issued about April 20th. The only 
change now contemplated in the directory 
i3 the election of a successor to the late 
David Dows. No plans for further bond 
issues are now contemplated, neither is 
there any foundation for the report of the 
formation of a Cincinnati syndicate to pur­ 
chase the Government interest in the Union 
Pacific. 
Iaipurteil Labor. 
New Y o rk , April 10th.—Samuel Gom- 
pers. President of the American Federation 
of Labor, testified before the Congressional 
Committee od Immigration this morning. 
He claimed to represent 630,000 persons. 
He testified generally about the importa­ 
tion of contract labor. He said the coal 
mining companies, steamship lines and 
other agencies were largely interested and 
largely instrumental in the importation of 
contract labor. The laws are force enough 
if executed. He would not recommend 
any more strineent immigration laws, but 
would advise tbat the laws now should be 
strictly enforced. 
Chicago Strikers. 
C hicago, April 10th.—The carpenters’ 
strike is still on, and the men are confident. 
The owners of the large buildings nearly 
completed are growing impatient, and 
threaten to put the contracts into new 
hands.

THE MENACE TO THE RIVER. 


It is stated by citizens who claim to 
have made examinations that 
in the 
I’aine break, on the Yolo shore, below this 
city, there is now a channel leading out of 
the river, through the break, two feet lower 
than low-water mark, and through which 
the river is pouring into the basin. This, 
if fact, is fraught with immense im­ 
portance. 
It means in plain English that 
if something is not done to close that arti­ 
ficial channel, or to check the flow at 
least, that when low water is reached the 
navigation of the Sacramento river will 
cease. 
It means more than that. If the 
break were closed now, or in a few weeks, 
so as to throw the volume of the river into 
its original channel, the scouring of the 
stream would greatly improve the naviga­ 
bility of the river j the small farmers on 
the lowlands who have been flooded out 
could still this season get a good crop of 
vegetables, alfalfa and like produce, and 
the whole of which is related to the trade 
of this city and of San Francisco. 
Three months ago Congress, by special 
resolution, released $110,000 of the river 
appropriation, and directed the resident en­ 
gineers to proceed to work with that sum 
upon the break. They advertised for the 
placing of mattresses to prevent further cut­ 
ting. 
Bids were submitted which the en­ 
gineers deemed too high, and they there­ 
fore reported to Washington for further 
orders. There the matter rests. Ninety 
days have elapsed, and really nothing has 
been done. If the break were closed, or 
even paitially closed, within the next four 
or five weeks, the gain to the sufferers on 
low land would amount to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and the river would 
carry a vastly greater volume of water 
than it is now charged with below the 
break, and thus greatly improve itself. 
It has been argued, we are informed, 
that the current in the break is too power­ 
ful to permit of operations in it. On the 
other hand, it is said that parties stand 
ready to demonstrate that this is error and 
that barges can be so secured that work 
can be prosecuted from them. At any 
late, there is a feeling that the neglect of 
the break until low water is reached will 
result in such bars forming as will require 
an immense sum and a long time to re­ 
move, and will put an end to navigation 
for the season of 1890 if not for two years. 
It is assumed that were the channel in the 
break closed, or the flow through it even 
checked, the greater volume of water 
sent down stream would do scouring of im­ 
mense value and really save the Govern­ 
ment money. 
Government engineers work exasperat­ 
ingly slow, so slow that indeed the fear is 
entertained hv many well advised people 
that they do not care to work at all upon the 
river, and are indifferent to its case. 
This is probably unjust judgment, but cer­ 
tainly the matter is one of great import­ 
ance to the entire valley and scarcely less 
to the whole State, and the irritation of 
the people may therefore be excused. The 
hope of securing a River Commission from 
Congress is, we fear, faint. 
It seems im­ 
possible to convince the Eastern Congress­ 
men of the importance of the Sacramento 
river, and while they are willing to have 
as much indeed as $250,000 extended on 
the river the present year, they wish to 
commit the work to Army 
engineers 
who in the past have not had t he confi­ 
dence of the people, in so far as ability to 
cope with the river problem is concerned. 
I t is related that at one of the recent ses­ 
sions of the Congressional committee hav­ 
ing the matter in charge, a member asked 
one of the California delegates sent on by 
the River Convention, if the Saermento 
was as large or as important a stream as 
the Potomac. 
His astonishment was great 
when it was demonstrated that the ¡sacra­ 
mento is really a greater stream than the 
Susquehanna and the Potomac combined; 
that it drains a larger area of country, and 
is navigable a greater distance than the 
combined navigable mileage and drainage 
of the two rivers named. 
But if it is true that at this time, 
as is asserted by those who have ex­ 
amined the situation, that there is a chan­ 
nel in the Paine break through which a 
strong current is pouring out of the river 
two feet below the level of low water 
mark, it is a fact that should cause im­ 
mediate representations to he made at 
headquarters at Washington, accompany­ 
ing a petition for instant examination, and 
the application of such remedies as the 
best engineering science can devise. 
If, 
however, the matter, after such representa­ 
tion, is referred hack to the army officers, 
the impression will he reuewed that little 
of practical value will be speedily done. 
And we reflect only the comaion judgment 
of the river communities in that expres­ 
sion. The integrity of these army en­ 
gineers is not impugned, but since their 
judgment ap|>ears to be diametrically op­ 
posed to that of hydraulic engineers and ex- 
jrerienced observers of the natural history 
of the river for thirty and forty years, 
and Is opposed to the testimony of ail the 
river pilots and navigators, it is submitted 
that there is reason for the demand for a 
river commission, which the present agita 
tioQ may aid us in securing. 


A DECAYING 
INDUSTRY. 


It appears that the woolen' manufactor­ 
ies of California are doomed. 
The un­ 
fortunate experience of Sacramento cap­ 
italists is still fresh in the minds of our 
people. 
Recently the woolen mills located 
at Woodland were advertised to be sold at 
public auction. The property consists of 
three and a half acres, and brick build­ 
ings, together with first-class machinery 
for two sets, all complete and in working 
order. 
It is said this property cost over 
$40,000, hut must he sold at any sacrifice. 
E. S. Heller, one of the ag-nts of the 
Marysville Woolen Mills, declared recent­ 
ly in an interview that there are too 
manv mills in the State—more than the 
State can afford. This isa very remarka­ 
ble statement. 
Is it true we are manufac­ 
turing all the woolen goods we wear ? 
Is 
it true that we have stopped the importa­ 
tion entirely of woolen fabrics ? 
By no 
means. 
The real truth is that a better 
class of wool than is raised in California 
is a factor in the case, and that the tariff' 
is so high on this indispensable article to- 
successful manufacturers that woolen man­ 
ufacture is at an end. 
Quoting these 
exj>erienoed manufacturers, we find them 
saving that we have always made only one 
kind of goods in California, and in order 
to make goods with profit, we must manu­ 
facture a finer grade; todo this we must 
use a finer class of wools. 
In short, in 


order to make this kind of goods, they are 
obliged to use foreign wools. 
We cannot 
do that here with the present tariff! 
Now, since the distinctive object of a 
protective tariff'is to promote manufactures, 
what is to be said of a tariff which eventu­ 
ally closes the woolen mills of the State of 
California? The woolen manufacturers of 
the State advise the repeal of the high 
tariff, and yet are not amenable to the 
charge of being in favor of free trade. 
In 
many respects the present protective tariff 
is arresting development in this State, be­ 
cause it is ill-advised. Whatever increases 
the cost of raw materials is an obstacle to 
the successful prosecution of manufactures. 
The manufactured article has its price, 
and labor to he expended upon the raw 
material used in any species of manufacture 
has a wider margin if expended upon 
cheap materials. The chief value of man­ 
ufactories resides in the fact that they are 
a method of adding value to the raw ma­ 
terials. 
If the raw ma terials themselves 
have a high value, the margin to be added 
is proportionately narrow. 
The testimony of the best manufacturers 
of California is that the tariff upon high- 
grade wools has prevented the manufacture 
of the low-grade wools which we ourselves 
produce. Thus a tariff’ designed to pro­ 
mote the acquirement of mechanical skill, 
to increase our industrial resources, to give 
employment to our people, closes up the 
factories and drives our people out of the 
business and discharges the employes, to 
swell the ranks of the unemployed. 


OUR W INE INTERESTS. 


A 
S p ecia l 
C ensus 
C om m ission er A p ­ 
p o in te d for C aliforn ia. 
Colonel H . Gardner, of New York, Spe­ 
cial Agent of the Government on Viticult- 
ural Statistics for the eleventh census, and 
who was appointed specially for the pur­ 
pose of exam ining into the viticultural in­ 
terests of California, arrived from the East 
yesterday for the purpose of entering upon 
his duties. The Colonel, upon being inter­ 
viewed last evening by a Uecord-Union 
reporter, said : 
“Yes, I am sent out to California for the 
purpose of thoroughly exam ining into and 
reporting to the Superintendent of Census 
all facts and data that can be collected with 
regard to your viticultural interests. I 
may say that before leaving W ashington I 
made an effort to secure some reliable in­ 
formation from the tenth census, as a basis 
to work upon, but to my surprise found 
no records of any value, although at the 
time, as I have learned from other sources, 
there was invested in that industry alone 
Bome $50,000,000, with an annual output of 
$6,000,000. The facts are, the grape grow­ 
ing interest of California has become of 
such importance, in its relationship to the 
industries of the countrv, that the work 
which I am assigned to is to be separate 
and independent of that to be performed 
by the Supervisors of Census appointed for 
your State. 
“The most complete inform ation cover­ 
ing the raisin interests, which will be a m at­ 
ter of special inquiry, will be closely ex­ 
am ined into, also the area and production 
of vineyards, values of property and prod­ 
ucts, profits and investments, distribution 
and cost of labor, distribution of varieties, 
etc. 
"Now,” said Colonel Gardner, “ we have 
two m onths in which to do this work, and 
in that time, with the assistance which I 
expect to receive from your people, I ap­ 
prehend that a good showing can be made.” 
H e added further: “ Few persons have 
any idea of the extent of some of our 
special industries. 
It is estimated that 
during the past ten years the am ount of 
capital invested in vineyard and grape- 
growing has increased over $100.000,000, 
w ith an annual product of over $25,000,000, 
and for that reason a special investigation 
into this rapidly growing branch of horti­ 
culture has been ordered by the Superin­ 
tendent of the Census Office through its 
division of agriculture in California. 
“Here,” said Colonel Gardner, taking a 
letter from a large bundle of papers, “ is a 
document from M ortimer W hithead, Lec­ 
turer of the National Grange, who visited 
your city last November, when the Na­ 
tional Grange convened here, which will 
show you, in part, how I am to proceed. 
Mr. W hithead has been commissioned 
Chief Special Agent of Agriculture in the 
Census Department, and, of course, he hav­ 
ing recently returned from a trip which, 
as I understand, extended almost all over 
California, saw the importance of this 
branch of the work. The letter says, in 
part, ‘You will proceed to California, with 
your headquarters at Sacramento, from 
which point you will make such official 
visits to other parts of the State as the im ­ 
portance of your work may, in your judg­ 
m ent, be necessary, which will include the 
northern, western and southern portions 
of the State.” ’ 
Colonel Gardner will visit Folsom to­ 
morrow, where he goes for the purpose of 
consulting with Governor W aterman.

It is possible, however, for onr newspa­ 
pers to do much to cultivate a higher 
standard by encouraging true

wherever it is found and by holding stead­ 
ily before its patrons a high standard of 
reading and amusement. B at so long as 
newspapers “ write up” the nine-tenths of 
theatrical performances, which are either 
positively vicious or utterly worthless,with 
quite as much emphasis as they report the 
one truth which is morally and intellectu­ 
ally elevating; so long as the great blanket 
sheets that now appeal to the spirit of sen­ 
sationalism that is abroad, sedulously cul­ 
tivating that spirit as business enterprise, 
the task of a few journals of higher taste is 
almost hopeless. 
Moreover this tendency to superficial 
thought is not manifest in journalism 
alone; it is becoming alarm ingly prevalent 
in what have been known always as the 
“learned professions.”

education. And may I be pardoned if I 
rem ind a thinking public that to-day the 
only profession which is m aking a strenu­ 
ous demand in this direction is the pro­ 
fession of the ministry ? May I say that 
there are men who stigmatize the preacher 
as ignorant and superstitions who could 
Dot secure a degree trom one of the larger 
theological sem inaries of the land because 
the ground condition of entrance there is 
a degree from some reputable college? 
Andover and New Haven, and I doubt not 
Union, Princeton and others receive no ap­ 
plicants who have 
not 
had thorough 
academic or collegiate training. This de­ 
mand is due, no doubt, somewhat to the 
fact that theological studies are larcelv 
metaphysical and can be grasped only by 
a mind trained in the principle of psychol­ 
ogy as taught in our colleges and universi­ 
ties. But I heard Professor Howison say 
before the young men of Cooper Medical 
College that the only thing which can save 
physicians from materialism is a solid 
basis of thought in the great principles of 
philosophy. 
I trust that I shall not be accused of m a­ 
licious criticism if I hint that our lawyers 
would have infinitely less tem ptation to 
resort to trickery in the pursuit of their 
noble calling were the shysters and petti­ 
foggers weeded out of their ranks by the 
demand that no m an is worthy admission 
to the bar in this age of learning who has 
not prefaced his study of law by'thorough 
collegiate and academic work. The study 
of science and philosophy, which so largely 
pervades the curriculum of the college to­ 
day, can alone develop the mind to take 
high rank in the learned professions when­ 
ever there shall come the inevitable reac­ 
tion from this superficial craze for knowl­ 
edge so broad that it cannot be deep. That 
reaction will surely come. 
Half-educated 
ministers, doctors, lawyers, scientists and 
all, will have their day! This age of ego­ 
tism which 
affects to find satisfaction 
in a few isolated facts, which they can 
neither analyze nor systematize, will pass, 
and men will demand the credentials of 
every dogmatist in theologv, law or med- 
cine. 
It is the glory of the m inistry to-day that 
its institutions demand the highest instruc­ 
tion to be obtained in the world. 
It de­ 
mands investigation and puisnes it. Science 
discovers the great facts of nature, but it is 
the metaphysician who brings them into 
philosophical systems and discovers in them 
the relations they bear to theology and 
religion. A nd in the extracts from a recent 
sermon which you were pleased to publish 
Saturday m orning I am not in any wise 
attacking a faith, nor am I in the least de­ 
preciating the popular intelligence of the 
day. 
I am sim ply combatting the spirit 
that would cater to the superficial egotism 
now 
abroad, 
which 
seeks 
to 
dis­ 
credit Christianity upon assertions un­ 
supported by indisputable facts. I would 
not for m uch give the impression that I 
favor an establishment in religion which 
shall tell its adherents what they shall 
believe and w hat they shall eschew. 
I 
simply claim that tbe educated thought 
of 
the puipit is 
worthy of a 
hear­ 
ing; that educated pulpit thought to-day 
does not advocate one fact which has not a 
basis in accord with the data of reason; 
th at so long as the authors of some of our 
greatest text-books in geology and biology 
are bum ble Christian men, who accept the 
facts of revealed religion and the correct­ 
ness and authority of Scripture, it is not 
the part of honesiy for men to encourage 
the popular idea that a few facts, or sup­ 
posed facts, of science, gathered from our 
newspapers, are as useful as a thorough 
knowledge of the principles and relation­ 
ship involved. 
It is not wisdom that will endure for men 
to claim that these great questions of re­ 
vealed religion are settled on the side of 
naturalism, when thev know, or ought to 
know, that they are the most livicg ques­ 
tions of debate between the great scholars 
of Germany to-day. and that they are be­ 
ing fought out npon moderately liberal and 
not on tbe former radical grounds. It is 


that as touching the prim al question ; “ Is 
God a personal Being or an impersonal 
force .’'' 
And so long as liberal Christianity 
is Christian, stands by tbe scholarship of 
the day, announces fans that are no longer 
disputed by the world's great scholars, does 
not proclaim an individual wish as a un i­ 
versally conceded (act. rem ains true to its 
mission to discriminate fairly between the 
hum an and the divine in Scripture and in 
life, it will find no foe in conservative 
faith. 
If it insists upon defining miracle 
89 contrary to nature, and persists in de­ 
claring that Christianity depends on the 
miracles as proof ot the'divinity of Christ, 
it will not be considered 89 occupying its 
legitimate field. 
God immanent is a term loDg in use in 
modern theology; God in all thiDgs is 
surely the meaning of omnipresent. The 
great stress that was once 
laid 
upon 
miracles was due to tbe emphasis of the 
conception that God is more an objective 
Power, who once upon a time created this 
little world, determined all its functionsand 
set them going, b at has had to come in 
now and ihen to tighten a screw or adjust 
a cog in order to keep H is creation lrom 
wreck and ruin. W hen men understand 
that what scientists call persistence of 
force is only a scientific term tor the im m a­ 
nence of God, they will find less difficulty 
in believing that as. confessedly, there is 
much of mystery because beyond 
the 
realm of knowledge, so there may be much 
of mystery within tbe realm of knowledge ; 
and if there be a God who can create a 
heart which Iones for a revelation, it is 
reasonably jeossible that He has found a 
way to give that heart a revelation. 
For myself, I do not hesitate to sav bnt that 
the miraculous in Scripture I accept, that 
it has had practically no influence npon 
my mind in determ ining my belief. And 
if any one will take the pains to examine 
the published sermons of great preachers, 
he will be astonished to find that they 
rarely dwell upon the so-called miracles of 
Scripture,

THROUGH CHIH&TOVH. 


SANITARY INSPECTOR STARR HAKES 
HIS ANNUAL TOUR. 


H e F in d s th e P la c e in T o lerab ly F a ir 
C ondition—Still, I t is a R eal 
C hinatow n. 


For the past two days Sanitary and 
Building Inspector A. H . Starr has been 
m aking a house-to-house inspection of 
Chinatown, thoroughly exam ining all of 
the rooms, cellars and dark nooks and cor­ 
ners in the houses occupied by the Chinese 
on I street, from Second to Fifth. This 
tour is m ade once a year, and occupants of 
houses who do not understand the Eng­ 
lish language are given a circular, on 
which is printed the health ordinance in 
Chinese characters. Although the general 
inspection is made bnt annually it is not 
the only time the Inspector visits the prem ­ 
ises. l’robably a couple of times a week 
He takes a look into the different yards 
and notifies the owners to have them 
cleaned if decaying m atter is found in 
them . The exam ination just made, how ­ 
ever, was quite thorough, and each build­ 
ing was inspected from the cellar to the 
upper story. The netw oik of tunnels and 
alley-ways in the basements was traversed, 
and w ith the aid of a lantern and candle 
all of the dark and dingy rooms were 
looked through. 
A R ecobd-U hion reporter accompanied 
M r. Starr, and they m et with no resistance 
from the Chinamen occupying the houses. 
They all appeared to know the reason of 
the visit, and willingly showed the In ­ 
spector around. A year ago, however, the 
state of affairs was different when the ex­ 
am ination was being made. The Chinese 
were then suspicious, and very reluctant 
about perm itting the officer to go through 
their houses. In m any cases they offered 
such resistance that force had to be used 
against them, and the work was not only 
difficult but dangerous. 
W hile passing 
through one of the dark, narrow passages 
that abound in that quarter, it would be an 
easy m atter for a Chinam an to suddenly 
open one of the doors and knock any per­ 
son senseless. 
After the first few houses were visited 
and the object learned by the occupants, 
the news spread all through Chinatown, 
and it was probablv not more than a half 
hour before every Chinaman knew of it. 
Chinatown is not such a filthy place as 
people generally imagine. To be sure, 
there are rooms in the cellars where even 
the faintest ray of daylight is never visible, 
but yet there are no foul-smelling odors 
noticeable, save, perhaps, the fumes of the 
opium-pipe or the smoke of Chinese to­ 
bacco. 
The ceilings and walls in the 
cellars are blackened by smoke from the 
kitchen, but the doctors claim that to this 
fact 
is 
due 
the 
comparatively sm all 
am ount of disease am ong the inhabitants. 
Most of the yards are kept clean, but 
there are some which need the attention of 
a scavenger. Note was taken of these, and 
the owners of the property will be notified 
to remove the objectionable matter. Some 
of the vaults were found to be in a filthy 
condition, and if not soon cleaned arrests 
will be made. The system of drainage, al­ 
though not the best in the world, is quite 
good. In some of the basements the sipage 
water is above the flooring, and in such 
cases passageways are made with planks 
and boxes, so that the different bedrooms 
can be reached, and once in his couch, the 
Chinam an does not appear to care for sur­ 
roundings, provided the water does not 
reach his buuk, which as a general rule is 
about two feet above the floor. 
The m anner in which the Chinamen 
utilize space would be a surprise to persons 
not fam iliar with their customs and ways. 
A stove or cooking-place will very often be 
found at the further end of a narrow hall­ 
way, and the wonder is that fires are not 
more frequent. 
Beneath the sidewalks 
there are sleeping-rooms, store houses and 
kitchens, and space that is not used for 
some purpose is hard to find. Old baskets, 
sacks, wood, etc., are stowed away in dark 
corners. 
Commencing at Second and I streets, on 
the southeast corner, the examination was 
begun and the first place entered was a 
cellar, the door of which was bolted. 
The 
place had been deserted on account of the 
sipage water, and cloths were tacked on 
the doors and windows. These were torn 
away and the interior of the place was 
inspected. 
The rooms were all vacant 
with the exception of one, and in pushing 
aside a piece of matting which hung over 
the doorway, a Chinaman was discovered 
sleeping on a bed, the bottom of which 
was just out of water. 
He was awakened, 
and in answer to questions said that he 
was sick (a statem ent that seemed to be 
true, judging from the nature of his sur­ 
roundings and the stench arising from de­ 
cayed matter in the sipage water). He 
further stated that he would go out by-and- 
by and get som ething to eat, and the In ­ 
spector left him there. H e was afterwards 
seen on the street. 
The houses where the tan games and 
lotteries are run, were all open, with the 
exception of one or two, by the tim e the 
Inspector arrived to exam ine them . 
The tables were bare and hardly a China­ 
m an could be 
seen 
anywhere in the 
houses. There was one place, however, 
which must not have been aware of the 
approach of the party, but the door was 
slammed and locked in an instant when 
the officer and reporter had got within a 
few feet of it. In about three minutes it 
was opened and theoccupants had m ysteri­ 
ously vanished. 
A bell-cord was noticeable outside the 
door of one of the tan houses, but the wily 
heathens did not “sabee” what it was for at 
all. 
W hile passing into a hallway leading 
to one of the gambling rooms, the reporter 
noticed a bolt on the outside of the door 
nearest the street, and arriving at the door 
at the other end of the passage, found it 
fastened by a lock on the inside. 
He 
naturally wondered for a moment why 
both locks were not on the inside, but sud­ 
denly remembered the incident which hap­ 
pened recently while officer Rowland was 
trying to capture a Chinaman in a place 
similar^ to this. 
The officer had entered 
door No. 1. but on reaching the exit door 
at the other end found it locked. 
He 
rushed back to the first door and, to his 
dismay, found that it had been pulled to 
and bolted after he had entered. He was 
kept imprisoned in the hallway until the 
Chinam en had time to secrete themselves, 
and then suddenly one of the doors flew 
open and he walked out, considerably 
sadder and a great deal wiser. 
In the row of houses on the north side of 
I street, between Second and Third, there 
are one or two degraded white women who 
live in rooms in the cellars, with only 
Chinese for companions. 
Several of the cesspools in this block are 
in bad condition, anu the property owners 
should be made to cleanse them before the 
warm weather sets in. 
Mr. Starr claims that, as a whole, the 
sanitary condition of Chinatown is quite 
satisfactory, but admits that there are cer­ 
tain places that require constant inspection 
and regulation. 


VETERANS' HOME. 


T h e L egislative A p p ro p riatio n of IHS7 is 
Now A vailable. 
The following opinion was written by 
Attorney-General Johnson yesterday and 
m ailed to Colonel A. H . Rockwell of San 
Francisco, the Secretary of the V eterans’ 
H om e Association of California : 
“ In your letter of yesterday you again 
call my attention to the appropriation 
made by the Legislature at its session in 
1S87 of $10,000 for certain purposes, on be­ 
half of the Veterans' Home Association of 
the State of California, and desire my offi­ 
cial opinion as to its legality. The Consti­ 
tution of the State of California (Art. II, 
Sec. 22 ) says that ‘no money shall ever be 
appropriated or drawn from the 
State 
Treasury for the use or benefit of any cor­ 
poration, association, asylum, hospital or 
any other institution not under the exclu­ 
sive control of the State as a State institu­ 
tion,' etc. 
“The Act creating the Home was ap­ 
proved March 7. 1883 (Statutes of 1883, p. 
55), by which certain books and a pay-roll 
are required to be kept, which are to be 
open ‘at all times to the inspection of the 
State Board of Examiners or of any person 
authorized by it to examine the same, or 
any committee of the Legislature or clerk 
thereof duly authorized so to do.’ The 
State Board of Exam iners are also author­ 
ized to inquire into the management of the 
institution, and upon refusal the institu­ 
tion is to receive no aid. The appropria­ 
tio n is for the support and m aintenance of 
veterans of the late Mexican and civil wars 
in indigent circumstances. 
“ N otw ithstanding th e provision of the 
C onstitution above cited, It is provided th at 
th e L egislature shall have the pow er to 
g ran t aid to in stitutions conducted for the 
support and m aintenance of aged persons 
in indigen circum stances. 
“Beside® the Legislature, at its last ses- 


1 sion. by an Act approved March 19,1889 
(Stats. 1889, p. 418), declared the H om e lo­ 
cated at Yountviile, in this State, hereto­ 
fore under the management of the \ eter- 
ans’ Home Association of California, to be 
a State Home and under the exclusive 
m anagem ent of the State. 
“The appropriation by the Act approved 
February 28,1887 (Stats. 1887, p. 7), is 'for 
the construction of an additional cottage at 
the Home of the Veterans’ Home Associa­ 
tion, for the completion of the principal 
building already in use there, and to im ­ 
prove the water supply of said H om e.’ 
“ My conclusion is that this appropriation 
is available; that the H om e has been in 
eflect a State institution for a num ber of 
years; that more recently it has become so 
by a direct and specific Act of the Legisla­ 
ture; that the institution is conducted for 
the support and m aintenance of aged per­ 
sons in indigent circumstances, and that it 
does not appear to me beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the Act m aking the appropria­ 
tion of said sum of $10,000 is obnoxious to 
the provisions of the Constitution of Cali­ 
fornia above cited or any other provisions 
of that instrum ent.” 


BOHDS AND STREETS. 


POLICE COURT. 


T he N e b rask a P o ta to M an F ails to P u t 
In An A p p earan ce. 
Judge Buckley 
found Mary Roberts 
guilty of being drunk yesterday and sent 
her to jail for twenty-four hours. 
Charles Young was too ill from the ef­ 
fects of an all-night booze to appear in 
Court, and his case was continued. 
Jam es M cIntosh acknowledged that he 
became drunk the first thing when he 
stepped into 8acramento, but the Court a - 
lowed him to go. 
The case of W illiam Scott, charged with 
battery, was continued until to-morrow. 
A sim ilar charge against Frank Dolan 
was dismissed, on the filing of a stipula­ 
tion of satisfaction and the paym ent of 
costs. 
Toy Sam, charged with grand larceny, 
had his exam ination set for to-day. He 
was represented by C. T. Jones. 
The cases of Pete Green and John P hil­ 
lips, charged with robbery, were continued 
until to-day. The reason the continuance 
was requested was on account of the ab­ 
sence of the prosecuting witness, who 
claimed that he had been swindled by the 
defendants. H e was nowhere to be found 
when the cases were called in Court, al­ 
though shortly before 10 o'clock he was 
seen down stairs at the station-house. 
Green, one of the defendants, asked the 
Coart that he either 
be tried or dis­ 
charged. H e said he had been incarcer­ 
ated in jail three or four days, and didn’t 
think it right that he shonld be kept in a 
cell while the officers were searching for a 
prosecuting witness, who had fled and 
was afraid to state his case in Court. 
Judge Buckley made an order continuing 
the case, and m eantim e releasing Green on 
his own recognizance. 


A CONTRACTOR'S COMP AlNT. 


H e Says H is M en A re A nnoyed by a L a­ 
b o r A gitator. 
A. Ruggles, a contractor and builder, 
swore to a com plaint yesterday at the Po­ 
lice Station charging J. D. Jost, the Treas­ 
urer of the Federated Trades, w ith disturb­ 
ing the peace. The w arrant was issued on 
the statem ent made by Ruggles that Jost 
had of late been annoying him and his 
men while they were at work. 
Ruggles says that Jost has come to him 
on several occasions and in a threatening 
m anner informed him that he had better 
not employ his men to work for more than 
nine hours a day, or if he did he would 
not be able to get a plasterer in town to 
finish the job on his house. 
The com­ 
plainant states that he told Jost that he 
paid his men by the hour, and didn’t care 
how long they worked. 
If they chose to 
work ten hours a day he was willing they 
should. H e had some men in his employ 
who labored nine hours, and others who 
labored ten hours. Jost, he claims, con­ 
tinues to bother bis men, and for this rea­ 
son Ruggles has concluded to bring the 
m atter into Court. 


THE PAINE BREAK. 


S liarp T eleg ram Sent to th e D elegation 
in W ashington.

Paine break shows a depth of channel two feet 
below 
low-water mark, 
Sacramento river

Nearly four months since 
Congress released the 5110,000 to close the 
break. No work yet done, and the situation is 
constantly growing more serious. No danger 
now of floods by closing break. Slow action of 
local representadvesof War Department sharply 
criticised by indignant and suffering public. 
If the break is closed in forty days the river 
channel will be scoured out, the threatened 
total loss of navigation averted and suffering 
farmers enabled to make crops this season, 
llave delegation see War Department promptlv, 
and urge immediate action. Answer.

COMMISSIONER BEATTY WITHDRAWS 
HIS PROPOSITION, 


A nd th e C itizens' M eeting R ecom m ends 
th e Issu an ce o f 8100,000 in 
C ity B onds. 


C hinam an F o u n d D ead. 
Coroner Clark received a dispatch yester 
day attem oon from Justice Anderson of 
Folsom, stating th at a Chinam an had been 
found dead in a cabin on Rebel H ill, about 
two miles from the town. A message was 
wired back to Jnstice Anderson by the 
Coroner here, instructing him to hold an 
inquest if necessary.

An adjourned meeting of citizens was 
held at the City Board of Trade rooms last 
evening to consider the proposition re­ 
cently 
made 
by Fund 
Commissioner 
Beatty, under 
which 
the Commission 
m ight lend the city certain sums of money 
for im provem ent purposes. 
There were 
present, F . R. Dray, A. P. Catlin, Thomas 
Dwyer, V. S. McClatchy. C. A. Luhrs, J. 
O. Coleman, Dr. G. L. Simmons, A. Heil- 
bron, C. E. tírnnsky, J . C. Tubbs, F. D. 
Ryan, Mayor Comstock, Trustees 
Mc­ 
Laughlin and Wolf, Clinton L. W hite, Lin­ 
coln W hite, E. J . Gregory, Dr. W . A. 
Briggs. 
Chairman Dray stated that, as matters 
stood at the adjournm ent of the last meet­ 
ing, Mr. McClatchy was entitled to the floor. 
Mr. McClatchy said he would waive any 
rights of his in the matter, and Mr. Lind- 
ley took the floor, and explained the plan 
outlined by him several days ago in tnese 
columns, concluding with the following: 
“Shall we provide funds for city improve­ 
ment, or not; and if so, should the money 
come from the Funded Debt Commission?” 
Several more gentlemen having come in, 
Chairm an Dray repeated the purpose for 
which the meeting was called : "Shall the 
meeting agree to adopt the plan proposed 
by Judge Beatty for the elim inating of the 
city debt ? ’ 
Suggestions were asked for as to the 
probable needs of the city in the way of 
improvements, and Mr. Lindley replied 
that about $20,000 would do all" that the 
city would be called upon to do this year. 
Éx-M ayor Gregory explained, in rep'ly to 
a question, that the excess of this year’s 
taxes over those of last years was for street 
repairs, levees and drainage purposes. 
Mr. Heilbron thought it useless to ex­ 
pend any money in smoothing the surface 
of the streets, as they become just as bad 
every winter. 
Dr. Simmons, F. D. Ryan and others 
took issue with Mr. Heilbron, claiming 
that the streets were never in such a bad 
condition as at present. 
Speaking to the question before the meet­ 
ing, C. L. W hite moved that the meeting 
decide that the Beatty plan be not ad­ 
vantageous to the city. 
C. E. Grunsky said he weuld second the 
motion unless Judge Beatty should so 
modify his proposition that the Fund Com­ 
mission should take five per cent, bonds of 
the city in lieu of its present funds, and 
agree to keep possession of the same and 
not dispose of them to outside parties. 
Judge Beatty said he had come satisfied 
that his proposition, although the best that 
could be offered, had aroused a bitter 
hostility in certain quarters and brought 
only abuse upon himself. 
Men ignorant of 
the bonded debt question had raised false 
issues calculated to reflect upon his (Beat­ 
ty’s) good sense and integrity, and he 
would now withdraw it, and allow the city 
to raise its funds for im provem ent pur­ 
poses outside the Funded Debt Commis­ 
sion. 
The Judge then briefly rehearsed the 
history of the bond question and the work 
of the Commission, and claimed that his 
policy had saved the city a round $100,000. 
The liquor dealers and the class of ignorant 
people who have abused the Fund Com­ 
mission for years past would, he was satis­ 
fied, pull together and defeat his proposi­ 
tion. 
In his rem arks the Judge had cast some 
reflections upon the policy of ex-Mayor 
Gregory, who replied thereto. 
H e said 
that the records of eighteen years showed 
that no Board of Trustees had ever agreed 
with Judge Beatty. Mr. Gregory held that 
Judge Beatty was more deeply* interested 
in the operations of the Commission than 
in the success of the city's affairs. 
Mr. 
Gregory went on to explain the unfairness 
of the several propositions made by Judge 
Beatty to the Trustees. 
W hile Mayor he 
had several interviews with Meyer, one of 
the bondholders, and suggested a settle­ 
ment on a 75 per cent, basis, but he 
laughed at it, saviDg that the bondholders 
had a better thing with the Bond Commis­ 
sion, which paid them better prices. Later, 
after the city had won a certain case, 
Meyer did propose to accept sueh a settle­ 
ment, but he (Gregory) then did not care 
to renew negotiations, as the city had the 
best of the situation. 
W hile Mr. Gregory was speaking Judge 
Beatty withdrew from the room, and there 
being nothing before the meeting, Mr. 
Coleman moved: 
That the City Trustees be requested to 
raise a fund of $25,000 to be used for street 
improvements, and to get the money, if 
possible, from the Funded Debt Commis­ 
sion. 
D. A. Lindley moved to amend by strik­ 
ing out the latter portion of the motion— 
that relating to the Commission. 
Mr. Coleman then withdrew his motion, 
and C. L. W hite introduced a resolution 
covering the same ground bnt omitting any 
reference to the Funded Debt Commission, 
and requesting the Trustees to subm it the 
question to a vote of the people—in other 
words, for tne issuance of bonds. 
A. P. Catlin spoke in favor of the propo­ 
sition. He said the bonds would readily 
be taken by capitalists. There never was, 
he said, any practicable way by which to 
get any money out of the Funded Debt 
Commission. 
It was almost certain tbe 
Courts would hold that the Commission 
could not loan any money on new city 
bonds, as its powers were limited to cer­ 
tain acts. 
At least, there would be so 
much doubt about it that nobody wou’d 
take tnem from the Commission. ' But the 
city could sell her own bonds readily; and 
even though outsiders did not want them 
he was sure there was public spirit enough 
among the citizens of Sacramento to in­ 
duce them to take such bonds themselves. 
Mr. Catlin then went into an explana­ 
tion regarding the eflect of late Supreme 
Court decisions upon the interest-bearing 
value of bonds and coupons. He held that 
if the city had done its duty the debt 
would have been wiped out before this. 
The Funded Debt Commission had been 
in existence for eighteen years and yet, ac­ 
cording to the Commission’s own state­ 
m ent, the city still owes the same am ount 
of indebtedness. Tbe taxes that have been 
raised for the Funded Debt Commission, 
he said, would, if paid into the sinking 
fund with the taxes that should have been 
paid into that fund by the city during the 
tim e it was not done (some seventeen 
years), the city could have redeemed its 
debt by advertising for bonds from tim e to 
time. 
Mr. Catlin spoke at considerable length 
on the subject. 
Fresno, he said, only five 
years old, had borrowed $100,000 and put 
it on her streets. Instead of voting $25,000, 
Sacramento should put at least $50,000 into 
street improvements. 
At this juncture, and before Mr. Catlin 
had concluded his rem arks, Trustees Mc­ 
Laughlin and Wolfe withdrew. 
Mr. Lnhrs said he bad no doubt that, if 
the city would vote the bonds, they would 
be taken by the citizens, and his firm, for 
one, would take $1,000 of them. 
Mr. Grunsky indorsed Mr. Catlin's re­ 
marks, and said he had no doubt the bonds 
would be readily taken. 
Mr. Coleman moved as a substitute for 
tbe question before the meeting, that the 
Trustees be requested to call an election to 
determine if the city would vote $100.000 
in 5 per cent, bonds, for street improve 
ments, to be sold and the money expended 
onlv as required. 
Mr. C. L. W hite thought that $100,000 
was none too much, but some of it should 
be used for sewerage and water-extensión 
purposes, and he believed it would be well 
to have the recommendation cover these 
matters. 
Mr. Luhrs said the streets most needed 
the money, and Mr. McClatchy and Dr. 
Simmons also spoke in favor of restricting 
this money to perm anent street improve­ 
ments, to the extent of one-tourth of the 
total cost. 
As amended, the motion was adopted. 
Mr. McClatchy then asked the meeting 
to consider the poiicy of the Funded Debt 
Commission, with a view to possibly im ­ 
proving its personnel, which gave rise to a 
prolonged debate.

Interesting Debate Regarding, the Mon­

W ashington, April 10th.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived by the Costa Rican Minister to the 
U nited States state that the Congress of 
th at republic will at its session in June of 
this rear ratify the provisional treaty of 
union between the five republics of Central 
Amprica. 
Thus far three of the republics have con­ 
firmed the action of their representatives 
in the assenting to such treaty, Guatemala, 
H onduras and Salvador falling into line, 
and Nicaragua is expected to im itate their 
exam ple when the opportunity is afforded 
its Congress. 
According to the first article the Central 
American Diet, convened by the respective 
Governments of Central America, pro­ 
claims the political unification of the States 
of Central America under th e ttile o f the 
republic of Central America. This repub­ 
lic will be represented by a General Gov­ 
ernm ent. at the head of which will be one 
of the Presidents of five States of the 
confederation, the choice to be determined 
by lot. 
Prom September 15, 1S9G. when the Gen­ 
eral Government will begin its functions, 
Costa Iiica, Guatemala, Honduras, Nicara­ 
gua and Salvador will abandon the titles of 
republics and take the denomination of 
States of the Republic of Central America. 
It being of the greatest importance to 
prom ote and stim ulate by all possible 
m eans facilities for transportation and com­ 
munication between the States, the General 
Government will authorize bridgejbui!diug 
across rivers, increase of telegraph lines 
a n d establishment of telephones. 
A pre­ 
m ium of $70,000 er more will be paid for 
the first steamship company, national or 
foreign, to establish in the Pacific service 
four steamers, each of 500 tons capacity, 
between Central American ports, Acapulco 
and Panam a, under conditions and tariffs 
previously stipulated. 
From September 15, 1890, traffic between 
the States of Central America will be e n ­ 
tirely free, so far as products and m anu­ 
factures are concerned, but privileged goods 
a n d those of unlawful trade cannot be im ­ 
ported. 


P A N -A M E R IC A N 
CONGRESS. 


D isc u ssin g S ev era l Q u estion s o f In tern a ­ 
tio n a l I m p o r t a n c e 
W a sh in g t o n, 
April 
10th.—T he Pan- 
A m erican Conference to day adopted the 
report of the m ajority of the Committee on 
the Customs Union with but three dissent­ 
ing votes—the Argentine Republic, Chile 
and Paraguay. The report recommends, 
in substance, that the reciprocity treaties 
be negotiated between the several repub­ 
lics, each m aking concessions, that the 
peculiar products of all may be Introduced 
free into the others. 
The Committee on Port Dues reported 
that it is impracticable to completely abol­ 
ish the charges now imposed on vessels, 
and made recom mendations as follows, 
which were adopted : 
That all port dues be merged in a single 
one to be known as tonnage dues. This 
charge to be assessed upou the total carry­ 
ing capacity of the vessel. Each Govern­ 
m ent to fix for itself the am ount to be 
charged, but with due regard to the gen­ 
eral policy of the Conlerence upon (lie sub­ 
ject, which is to facilitate and favor navi­ 
gation. T hat there be 
excepted 
dues 
charged, or to charged, under the unex­ 
pired contraéis with private companies. 
That the following be exempt from ton­ 
nage dues: 
Transports and vessels of war, 
vessels of less than twenty-five tons, ves­ 
sels which shall have been compelled to 
put into port by reason of damages suffered 
at sea, yachts and other pleasure boats. 
The conference, at the tim e of adjourn­ 
m ent, had under consideration the report 
of the Committee on Hanking. It says the 
future development of commercial rela­ 
tions will depend as largely upou the de­ 
velopm ent of international banking facili­ 
ties as on any other single condition. 
The foreign commerce of the W est In ­ 
dies, Mexico, South and Central America 
last year amounted 
to 
$100,S55,450 in 
U nited States gold coin. Total exchanges 
ot commodities between the United States 
and the countries south aggregated $282,­ 
902,408. Foreign banks reaped the profit of 
the commission of three-fourths of one 
per cent, on a large proportion of these 
sums, which, together with the interest and 
differences in exchange, m ight be saved to 
the several countries. 
The report lecommends the passage of a 
law by the T uited States, incorporating an 
International American Bank with ample 
capital, with a privilege on the part of the 
citizens of the several countries in the con­ 
ference to take snares in such bank 
pro rata 
to 
their 
foreign commerce. 
The bank 
should have no power to 
em it circulating bank notes, but should 
have all other powers now enjoyed by the 
National Hanks of 
the United States 
as to deposit and discount, issuing letters 
of credit, m aking loans, etc., and generally 
to do whatever can already be done by the 
great banking firms who are carrying on 
the business under the laws of general 
partnership. 
The report recommends to the Govern­ 
m ents icprestnted the granting of con­ 
cessions tor international hanking, and 
especially a benk otganized as above, with 
branches or agencies in the several coun­ 
tries. 
The committee suggests to the United 
States delegate,, the desirability of subm it­ 
ting a report to the President, with a view 
that should he deem it proper, he may 
recommend to the Congress of the United 
States the enactm ent of a charter for an 
international American bank for the bene­ 
fit and enlargement of the commerce of the 
Americas. 


Int-entate C o m m e r c e . 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , April 10;h.—Senator W il­ 
son, trotu tne Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, has reported, with amendm ents, 
the biil to amend the Interstate Commerce 
Act. The biil, as amended, provides that 
“ any article of commerce, the m anufacture 
or sale of which is prohibited in any State, 
shall not be transported or conveyed into 
such State; but this shall not beheld to 
prohibit the transportation of such article 
of commerce to persons in such States 
authorized by law to receive the same, or 
through such Slate to any other State or 
Territory in which -such m anufacture or 
sals is not prohibited."

IN THE SENATE. 
W ashington, April 10th.—In the Senate, to­ 
day, am ong the bills reported from the com m it­ 
tee and p aced on the calendar, were the fol­ 
lowing: The Senate bill appropriating S2.34S,- 
000 for the im provem ent of the Colum bia river, 
Oregon, the expenditures not to exceed fTuo,- 
UIO in one year, the House bill to aid vessels 
disabled in w aters coterm inous to the United 
States and Canada; the Senate bill to revive the 
grade of the Lieutenant-G eneral of the arm y. 
The President pro tem . (Ingalls) rem arked 
th at he was in eiror yesterday iu allow ing the 
m otion to take up the Chinese enum eration bill 
while the M ontana election case was undis­ 
posed of, either by being postponed, laid aside 
inform ally, or other actiou. 
Hale then inlorm cd the C hair th a t the rules 
in the M ontana case is to proceed un til com ­ 
pleted. 
H ale gave notice that as soon as the M ontana 
m atter is disposed of be w ould ask the Senate 
to take up aLd com plete the Chinese enum era­ 
tion bill. 
The M ontana election case was again taken 
up. Call addressed the Senate in opposition to 
the rcp o 'to f the m ajority ot the com m ittee, de­ 
claring the Republican claim ants, Sanders and 
Power, entitled upou the m erits of the case to 
seats iu the Senate from Montana. 
At the conclusion ot Call's speech, H oar 
spoke iu support of the m ajority report. 
Gray replied to Hoar, and then T eller ad­ 
dressed vhe Senate at some length. 
S herm an said he found all the facts sufficient­ 
ly stated in the m inority report to control his 
judgm ent. He read three paragraphs from the 
m inority report, and said it was apparent there­ 
from that as to the live Representatives from 
Silver Bow county neither set had certificates 
according to form. The Senate ol M ontana 
was a tic, and iu the House there were 25 R eput- 
liean m em bers and 24 Democratic members, 
about whose rights to seats there was no ques- 
ti ,n. There was, therefore, a Republican m a­ 
jority on joint ballot, or if a contest over Silver 
Bow county had come to be decided by the 
House, there was a m ajority on the Republican 
side, by w hich the Republican 
contestants 
could have been seated. 
These sim ple lacts, 
he thought, contained all the elem ents of a just 
decision iu th em aiter, and showed the Republi­ 
can claim ants for seats in lhe Senate had a 
m ajority in the House w ithout any lefereuce to 
the m em bers from - lver Bow county. 
Edm unds and Eustis had a brief personal tilt 
based on Edm unds' rem arks m ade a couple of 
weeks ago 
Kustis then argued on tbe M ontana 
m atter, eherm an asked w hether twenty-five 
Republican m em bers of the House did not oon- 
stitute a m ajority of that body. 
Eustis ad­ 
m itted that, i um erically, twenty-five was more 
th an twenty-four, but added that twenty-five 
did not m ake a quorum , and in the constitu­ 
tional m eauiug twenty-five was not a larger 
num ber tlim tw enty-tour, as the quorum was 
twenty-eight. 
The question having been proposed by K enna 
as to w hether lorty Senators w ith unquestioned 
credem ials (torty-iwo lieing a quorum ) could go 
to work and organize and pass upou the creden­ 
tials of the other forty-two, whose title was 
questioned, H oar said he would like to think 
over it.

Peters moved to strike out the entire clause 
fir the increase oi the navy.

Adams ot Illinois offered an am endm ent pro­ 
viding for three low. free-boaid coast and h ar­ 
bor defense vessels of the m onitor tvpe at a cost 
not to exceed 52,500,000 each. Lost.' 
Peters then w ithdrew his m otion to strike out 
tbe entire clause. 
The bill was then favorably reported to the 
House, but no final action was taken and the 
House adjourned.
